THE good old rtbnk was within fix paces 
of us, as the idea of him crofs'd my mind ;

Cupid !" — in every mouthy like the 
natural notes of fome fweet melody which drq;>s 
from it whether it will or no--430thing but *^ Cu- 
pkl J Cupid ! prince of God and men''— -^The 
fire caught — and the whole city^ like the heart of 
aae inan^ opened itfelf to Love.. 

No pharmacopelift could fell one grain of hele« 
bore— not a (ingle armourer had a heart ta forgji 
one inftrument of deadi — ^Friendfli^ and' Virtue 
met together, and kifs'd each other in die ftreet — 
the golden age returnM and hung over the town* 
of Abdera — every Abderite took his oaten pipe,, 
and every Abderitdfh' woman l^t her purple web^ 
and chaftely fat her down and liftini'd ta the 
fong 

Twas only in the power^ lays the Fragmcnry 
of the God whofe empire extendeth from neaven, 
to earth, and even to the depths of the fcaj^ to 
luve done this.

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WHEN alt IS ready^ and every article is diQia^ 
ted and paid for in the inn, unlefs you are 
% little foor'd by the adventure, there is always

X^et no man fs^, '' Tet them go to the devil'' — 
'ds a cruel journey to fend a few miferabks, and

— Ipme i^y ricketty heads and 
humps backs---others by bandy legs — a third fet ar« 
refted by the hand of Nature in the (ixth and fe« 
vcnth years of their growth— a fourth, in their 
perfed and natural (late, like dwarf apple-trees ; 
from the firft rudiments and ftamina of their exc 
iftence^ never meant to grow higher*

to have pafTed an evening whh the 
author of Triftrara Shandy. 'Tliough 
(bme of the over-jrigid clergy con- 
demned this ludiorous performance^ 
and judged it ifncompatifole with: that 
purity and morality whicli fhould c- 
ver iaccompany the writings^ of the 
gentlemen of the gown;theie cen- 
itires were far from being uni^rerfal, 
even among the 'clergy^; :i!auid' the ac* 
i}uaihtance he made by this publica- 
tion, were in many refpeiSa advanta- 
geous to him. Among others, the 
Earl Faulconberg fo parriicularly pa- 
tronized the Author of this wqrk, that, 
to teftify his :approbation, he preieiit-

His next: publicktian confifted of 
two volumes of Sermons, which 'the

perhaps juftly, condemned. Having

he had no other fupport but the fingle 
vicarage of Sutton. Indeed his travel- 
ling expences abroad^ . and the luxn^* 
rious manner in which he lived -with 
the gay and polite at home,, greatly 
promoted the diilipation 6f a very xjon- 
iiderable fum^ which his writing^ pro- 
duced, and which might have been a 
ifiiture alfiftance to his family^ This 
being the cale, at his deaths bis wi- 
dow and daughter, an agreeable young 
lady about fixteen^ who had hoah *re- 
lided for £bme years in a convient i» 
France, finding that their penfions 
niuft difconiinue, came over here in 
order to publifli his poflJiumous works. 
Being at York during the laft races, 
feme humane gentlemen took into 
confideracion their difagreeaWei fitua- 
tion, and made them^ prefent of a 
purfe containing a thouland pounds.

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The difference which fubfifted be- 
tween Mr Sterne and his wife for fome 
yearsj has been differently accounted 
£»• The lady complained of infide* 
lity to her bed ; the Plrebend apolo;^-?

A FRAGMENT. 

C^ RATITUDE being a fruit ivhich can- 
J not be produced by any other tree 
than Beneficence, muft neceffarily, from having fo 
noble an origin, fo divine a defcent, be a perfect 
virtue. 

I fhall not, for my part, fays MuUifarlus Secun- 
duSy hefitate ta place it at the head of all the other 
virtues.; elpecially as the Omnipotent himfelf re- 
quires no other at our hands ; — this alone afford- 
ing all the others neceflary for falvation. 

Even the Pagans held this virtue in fuch high 
cftecm, that in honour of it they imaged three di- 
vinities, under the name of the Graces, whom they 
diftinguilhed by the names of Thalia, j^glaia^ and 
Euphrofyne. Thefe three goddefies prefided over 
Gratitude, judging that one alone was not fufficient 
to do hpnour.to fo rare ^ virtue. It is to be obfer- 
f ed, that the poets have reprefented them naked, 
in order to point out, that in cafes of beneficence 
and acknowledgment, we fhmild act with the ut- 
inoft fmcerity, and withmit the leaft difguife. 
They were depifted Veftals, and in the bloom of 
youth^ to inculcate, that good offices fhould ever 

' . be 
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be remembered m their raoft verdant frcflincfi r 
that our gratitude ought never to flake^i or fink 
under the weight of time ; and that it behoves us 
to fearch for every poflible occafion to teftify our' 
TenfibiKty of benefits received. They were reprc- 
iented with a foft and fmiling mien, to figniiy the 
joy we fhould feel, when we can exprefs our fenfe 
X)f the jobligations we owe ; their number was fixed 
to three, to teach us that acknowledgments fhould 
be threefold, in proportion to the benefit received ; 
and they were defcribed as hcflding each other by 
the hand, to inftruft us that obligations and gra- 
titude (hould be infeparable. 

Thus have we been taught by the Pagans, whom 
we condemn 1 — Chriftians., remember you are .their 
fuperiors ^ — Ihew your fuperiority in virtue^

BOSTSCRIPT. 

I Have broke open my letter to inform you, tha* 
I mflfed T^e opportunity of fending it by the 
meflenger, who Lexpefted would have oalkd ufJoA 
me in his retifrn through this village to York ; fo 
it has lain a week or ten days by me— 1 am not forry 
for the difappointment, becaufe fomethmg has fined 
happened, in continuation of this affair, which I 
am thereby enabled to tranfmit to you all under 
one trouble.
